be taken up from this point of view. 
Instead of merely connecting towns 
and providing automobile routes, ne- 
cessary though this also is, there 
should be a study oi the whole state 
made for the purpose of making it ac- 
cessable, and not only tor the purpose 
of developing the resources of the 
land for the farmer himself, but also 
developing thf lesouroes offered by 
the forests, the .streams and even the 
sceneiy. The present back road sys- 
tem ib largely economic 
Many old 


roads should be discontinued and new 
ones laid out on better grades and so 
placed as> to makp the farming lands 
more utihzable The backroads should 
not be paved roads, but well laid out, 
well made, well kept earth roads to 
serve the people on the land 
This 


is of the first impoitance to internal 
development, and it is a state far 
more than a county problem. 


The Marketing Question. 


In the same way, the marketing 


question, which is important to every 
person in the state, should be studied 
as a whole by a continuing body of 
experts, which should be to this field 
what the public service commissions 
are to their fields. We are surely 
coming to the regulation of market- 
ing agencies by non-political commis- 
sions or other bodies that understand 
the question, and that have power de- 
rived from the people. 


From all of this it will be seen 


that I believe that the general atti- 
tude of our party toward the farmer 
is more important than specific pro- 
mises 
We must, in good faith, so 


act that the fanner shall have confi- 
dence that his needs and pioblems 
are to receive serious study and at- 
tention and are to be worked out as 
they arise on the Merits of the case 
and not as a means of political advan- 
tages.

be taken up from this point of view. 
Instead of merely connecting towns 
and providing automobile routes, ne- 
cessary though this also is, there 
should be a study oi the whole state 
made for the purpose of making it ac- 
cessable, and not only tor the purpose 
of developing the resources of the 
land for the farmer himself, but also 
developing thf lesouroes offered by 
the forests, the .streams and even the 
sceneiy. The present back road sys- 
tem ib largely economic 
Many old 


roads should be discontinued and new 
ones laid out on better grades and so 
placed as> to makp the farming lands 
more utihzable The backroads should 
not be paved roads, but well laid out, 
well made, well kept earth roads to 
serve the people on the land 
This 


is of the first impoitance to internal 
development, and it is a state far 
more than a county problem. 


The Marketing Question. 


In the same way, the marketing 


question, which is important to every 
person in the state, should be studied 
as a whole by a continuing body of 
experts, which should be to this field 
what the public service commissions 
are to their fields. We are surely 
coming to the regulation of market- 
ing agencies by non-political commis- 
sions or other bodies that understand 
the question, and that have power de- 
rived from the people.
